It hw almost passed into a proverb 


that many of the dishes served up iu 
cheap restaurants where nothing is 
wanted are. to put it wildly, mysteries. 
But. on the other baud, most people who 
patronize fashionable and more am- 
bitious restaurant* are generally con- 
tent to accept the menu for what it i« 
said to be. This blind trust is. however, 
lu many such restaurants somewhat 
abused, and the amount of 
"faking" 


which goes on to-day in some of the 
well-to-do establishments would prob- 
ably surprlae those who are uninitiated 
in the higher branches of the culinary 
art. 


For instance, by the addition of vege- 


table juice just before being dished up, 
cod cutlets are. at seasons when salmon 
I* very dear, set before customers as 
salmon cutlets, and are, needless to say, 
charged accordingly. This "deception," 
according to an ex-chef of one of Lon- 
don's leading restaurants, is widely 
practiced not only in better class res- 
taurants, but also on some of the great 
liners. 


Another popular trick as practiced by 


the restaurateur is to serve as veal beef 
done up overnight in salted bandages, 
while a skillful chef has very little diffi- 
culty in palming off whiting for sole on 
epicures who pride themselves on the 
soundness of their judgment of cooking. 


A few weeks ago a dinner for 75 peo- 


ple was ordered at a well-known fash- 
ionable -restaurant. A large consign- 
ment of salmon had been previously or- 
dered, but to the consternation of the 
chef the dinner hour slowly approached 
and still no salmon arrived. 


In despair the chef—a Frenchman- 


decided to *4ake the bull by the horns" 
and procure another fish to do duty for 
the coveted salmon. Accordingly, he 
set to work to turn cod cutlets into salm- 
on cutlets, and this rapid transforma- 
tion was soon effected by an addition 
of vegetable Juice. The waiters, who 
naturally were aware of this wholesale 
deception, were given express orders to 
report any complaints to the chef at 
once. However, to the intense delight 
.of the chef, all passed off well, and on 
hearing that his subterfuge had not 
been detected he gleefully exclaimed: 
"Ah, a -cod and a French cook can work 
miracles." 


Green peas at certain seasons of the 


year are naturally a luxury quite be- 
yond the reach of the man of average 
means,-while even caterers forTashion- 
able hotels themselves frequently have 
the greatest difficulty in getting a suffi- 
ciently large quantity to meet the de- 
mand. However, to fake peas does not 
offer any great difficulty in times of 
stress, and by adding vegetable coloring 
matter yellow peas are quite commonly 
served up as green peas along with the 
duck and flavorless new potato, which 
more often than not comes from abroail. 


Roast veal served with a thick white 


sauce makes, says a well-known chef, a 
most satisfactory substitute for the 
breast of chicken, and therefore it does 
not come altogether as a surprise to 
learn that the breast of one "chicken" 
has been known to satisfy 12 hungry 
diners. 


"The staff take good care of the breast 


of a chicken," was the comment of a 
waiter who was being for the first tinif 
initiated into the mystery of how w 
feed a dozen people off one chicken. 


Perhaps the cleverest deception prac- 


ticed by eminent chefs is the art of 
manufacturing the lobster patty, so dear 
to the heart of the epicure. This ap- 
•petizlng dainty would at first sight 
seem to defy even the most ingenious 
cookery faker. 
However, here again 


the artful chef has overcome apparently 
Insuperable difficulties, and many tuoth- 
aome looking lobster patties are thus 
not always quite what they are said 
to be.

ment that "aa agreement has bet-n con- 
cluded with the sultan which pjovid^i 
for the appointment of a Hritish r«.-si- 
dent, with powers t« control the general 
administration of the state."

Malays, who must have established 
themselves on the islands centuries-- b«'- 
fore. for the Dayaks were the subject 
race even in the south, Malay rule ex- 
tending, nominally at least, throughout 
the island. 


Brunei, like Labuan. which is now \n 


be administered with it, is rarely visited 
by travelers, but it is. nevetheless, one of 
the most remarkable cities of the far 
east, being built entirely on piles in the 
water in a lake-like reach of the river 
and thus meriting the title frequently 
conferred upon it of the Venice of the 
east. 


Vessels anchor in its main streets

CHINESE MILLIONAIRE. 


Familiar Character with All Ameri- 


cans Traveling on Mexican 


Railroad. 


"While sitting in the smoking vesti- 


bule of a sleeper the other day be- 
tween Porfirio Diaz and Torreon 
I 


was introduced to a very 
familiar 


character with all Americans travel- 
ing over the national lines, writes a 
Hobart News Republican correspond- 
ent. He is a Chinaman, and his name 
is Foonchuck. 
He 
is 
naturalized, 


wears short hair and taiks better Eng- 
lish than a great many Americans. 


"He owns all the railway 
eating 


houses between Diaz and the City of 
Mexico and is estimated to be worth 
over a million in gold. 
He came to 


Mexico from California 20 years ago 
with less than $20 and went to work 
as cook for the railway construction 
company. He now owns three truck 
farms and raises all vegetables used 
in his line of hotels. He also owns a 
farm of 11.000 acres in the state of 
Tamaulipas. 
He employs 100 Mexi- 


cans and 25 Chinese coolies. 


"He says the average pay to the 


Mexicans is 44 cents a day and the 
Chinese 75 cents. 
When I asked him 


why he paid the Chinese more than 
the Mexicans, he said he could work 
the Chinese 18 hours a day if nece^- 
sary, and that it was like pulling 
teeth to get four hours a day out of 
the peons.

A long pike, frozen in the center

The head eunuch, of course, did not 


reply to such an answer; and from 
ihat timo on no one has dared to raise 
the question of abolishing the queue.

The first letter, •written the day of 


the earthquake, begins: 


"Thank the good Lord, we are all 


safe, but fearfully unnerved. 


"An earthquake, is an a*ful thing 


to pass through ,as with it conies a 
fearful feeling, some sort of an elec- 
trical effect'and one is really in a 
state of collapse. 


"This morning at 5.14, •we were 


aroused without warning. 
My wife 


took the baby from the 
crib and I 


called for Ethel and then rushed to 
Harry's room to find him just 
get- 


ting out of the -window—all of us, of 
course, in our night garments. 


"When the quake came this morn- 


ing pandemonium reigned. 


"The city, of course, 
is in ruins, 


not a building left in 
the 
business 


section. 
From our bedroom window, 


we can see the blaze and glare of the 
raging furnace and bear the constant 
sound of blasting." 


The second letter is dated April 23. 


"In addition to the horror 
of earth- 


quake 
and flames," writes Mr. 


Thompson, "last night the elements 
of Heaven 
let 
forth in fearful vio- 


lence. 
Thunder and lightning, rain 


in torrents, -with a gale of wind from 
the ocean, with all the 
thousands 


huddled together in the 
parks, the 


Presidio, the vacant lots and in the 
streets on the paving stones, 
mjth 


perhaps a sheet or a blanket for cov- 
ering. 


''You in the East cannot imagine 


it. 
All, the rich and the poor, suf- 


fered alike. 


"Our chimney is still 
down 
and 


•when it went over it broke partially 
through the roof. 
This morning at 


three o'clock we awoke to hear the 
roaring of the elements and. jumped 
from our beds in ha«te. 
Harry and 


I. in our night garments, ascended to 
the roof by the ladder and threw the 
bricks to the ground. 
We placed 


recptac-les beneath the 
hole in the 


roof to catch the abater. 


"Yesterday they began to gather 


up the dead lying in the streets since 
Wednesday last. 
In one place over 


300 bodies were found cremated—no 
names, no friends. 
I 
think 
many 


thousands will never be found. 


"The streets in some 
places 
are 


like the waves of the ocean. In one 
place, the houses sank about a story, 
in another t! o ground rose several 
feet."
